Disease Is Killing Thirty New 
Yorkers Daily. 


NEW YORK, April 26.—Consumption 
is killing 30 New Yorkers every day, 
according to the latest report of the de- 
partment of health. Two hundred and 
ten deaths was the record last week. 
The daily average for the whole State 
is 44. 


The State Department of Health at 
Albany has issued an order requiring 
the registration of alf-cases of tuber- 
culosis. It is now classed as a con- 
tagious disease. Unless requested not 
to do so by the patient’s physician, 
the Health Department assumes sani- 
tary surveillance, if in a tenement or 
lodging house, and furnishes a nurse. 
The Charity Organization Society and 
similar bodies will furnish milk and 
ezes to consumptives too poor to buy 
such food. Nearly 23,000 cases of tu- 
berculosis were reported in this city 
last year.

SPAUGH DEFENDER MENACED 


Rolla Priest, Who Wrote to 
Court, Gets Letters. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
ROLLA, Mo., April >26.—Rev. P. B. Pieter: guarantee—Serial No. 
O'’Laughlin, Catholic priest of Rolla, 
who wrote his opinion of the William 
Spaugh case to the United States su- 
preme judges, is in receipt of several 
letters from Iron County, giving him 
a hint of what will happen to him if 
he ever sets foot in Iron County again. 
Some of the letters, Rev. Mr. O’Laugh- 
lin says, are bitter and one at least 
threatens him with a mauling. 

The priest refused to make the let- 
ters or their authors public. The-Iron 
County Register réproduces Father 
O'’Laughilin’s letter and comments on 
it editorially as follows: 

“We print in tnis issue a remarkable 
document purporting. to have been 
written by the Rev. B. P. O’Laughlin 
of Rolla, Mo. It is probably a forgery. 
Surely no Christian minister could be 
guilty of weaving such a tissue of false- 
hood or so lend his pen to the defama- 
tion of the dedd. Sheriff Polk was an 
honest, upright, sober citizen and his 
official life is without blemish, 

“His murder was the most horrible, 
uncalled-for and cruel that disgraces 
the annals of the State. I shall send 
a copy of this paper (marked) to the 
Rev. Mr. O’Laughlin, hoping to receive 
in return a denial of the authenticity 
of the document referred to above. If 
he cannot do that I call upon him in 
the name of Him he serves to retract 
the wrong he has done this community 
and to wipe out as far as he may the 
Stain he has cast upon the memory of 
the Spaughs’ innocent victim.’ 

Rey, Mr. O’Laughiin said the letter 
was not written with any intention of 
defaming the dead, but only in justice 
to the convicted boy. If the letter has 
been misinterpreted he says he is will- 
ing to mane an explanation to the mem- 
bers of the family of the dead Sheriff. 
He says the letter was written in con- 
fidence to the supreme judges and that 
he did not have any idea it would get 
into the newspapers.

Physicians Will Try to Prevent 
Re-Establishment of Those 
Barred in St, Louis. 


the passage of an ordinance 
by the St. Louls Municipal Assembly 
regulating the management of pri- 
vate hospitals physicians of St. Louis 
County have jbeen making efforts to 
present such institutions as may be 
driven out of St. Louis by the en- 
forcement of the ordinance from be- 
ing established in the county. 

Dr. H. T. Randle of Clayton, for- 
mer Secretary of the St. Louis County 
Medical Society, says he learns that 
several such hospitals are making 
preparations to come to St. Louis 
County. There is no provision in the 
statute for such regulation as is pro- 
vided by the ordinance passed in St. 
Louis and hospitals of any kind may 
be conducted without permits and 
+ glade reports concerning their prac- 
tice. 

Dr. Randle says the matter will be 
presented to the County Medical So- 
ciety at its meting May 8. and also 
brought to the attention of the al- 
dermen of Kirkwood, Webster Groves 
and other cities in the county, with a 
view to having ordinances passed 
similar to that of St. Louis. For the 
county at large nothing can be done 
until the next Legislature, but Dr. 
Randle says the Medical Society will 
try to regulate the matter by vigor- 
ous prosecutions of such offenses as 
are punishable under the statutes. 

Regarding “baby farms” and found- 
ling homes Dr. Randle says the phy- 
sicians of the county have had little 
complaint. Last summer the Humane 
Society discovered one at Meacham 
Park, near Kirkwood, and three chil- 
dren wre taken from it to St. Louis 
homes.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 26.—Freight 
carrying boats will be in regular opera- 
tion of the Missouri Rivér eq_ween St. 
Louis and Kansas City within 90 days, 
according to the announcement of the 


Boat Line Committee made yesterday. 
At a meeting of the committee plans 
were made for the organization of the 
Kansas City Transportation and Steam- 
ship Co., which will build and operate 
steamboats for the carrying of freight. 

While the boats are building, an ar- 
Ag nee may be made with Capt. T. 
B. Sims of St. Louis to put in operation 
a line of carrying boars. One boat will 
be put en at once if satisfactory ar- 
rangements can be made with Capt, 
Sims, who made application to the com- 
mittee and was askea to reduce his 
proposition to writing. Capt. Sims 
agreed to furnish otner boats if the 
traffic demanded them. It will require 
90 days to build a boat. 

A plan was announced by which 28 
shippers are expected to take $100,000 iz 
common stock and another $100,000 in 
preferred stock wilt be issued to be sold 
as a secured investnient. The 28 ship- 

ers who are expected to take the whole 
ssue of the common: stock are already 
represented in the $140,000 obtained in 
subscriptions for the boat line project. 
Alexander New, as attorney for the 
committee on organization, has drawn 
the incorporation papers. The articles 
of incorporation will be filed at once 
with the Secretary of State, and then 
the Kansas City ‘Transportation and 
Steamship Co., the name agreed upen 
yesterday, will have legal existence un- 
der the laws of the State of Missouri.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 2.—The 
$250,000,000 public service corporation 
lobby was hit hard today when the Sen- 
ate, by unanimous vote, passed the 
Cooper bill, giving St. Louis, among 
other cities, the right to regulate the 
charge of public service corporations, 
including light, heat, power and street 
car services. The bill received 29 votes. 
Senators Anthony, Devilbiss, Hudson, 
Drunert and Prendergast were absent 
from the Senate chamber when the 
measure was placed on its final passage. 
Realizing that there was no hope of 
defeating the bill in the upper branch 








of the Assembly, the lobby advocates 
practically abandoned the fight at the 
last moment. What possible comfort 
the lobby can find in the Senate bill 
is contained in a modified court-review | 
clause, offered as an amendment by 
Senator McAllister of Monroe County. 
But danger that the lobby my still 
bring about the defeat of public utility 
legislation in the House has not passed. 

It will be remembered that at the reg- 
wlar session the Senate voted unani- 
mously for tbe bill. It was then the 
lobby set to work with the result that 
the enabling act was beaten by the nar- 
row margin of two votes. If advocates 
of the bill are lulled into the belief that 
the lobby will now cease its activity 
sonal may be fooled as they were be- 
ore. 

Leaders in both houses declare 
that the publicity given to the tricks 
of the lobby is largely responsible 
for the decisive turn of the tide in favor 
of public service regulation. Every 
argument advanced by the lobby to dis- 
credit the demand for the enabling act 
has been completely exposed by the 
Post-Dispatch. 

What Courts May Do. 


In the bills providing for an en- 
abling act there are provisions. set- 
ting forth ordinances, specifying pub- 
lic utility rates, may be contested in 
the courts. 

Neither of them resembles even re- 
motely, the court review proposition 
brought here by the public utilities 
lobby early in the present session. They 
are so far unlike it that the people who 
represent the corporations do not con- 
sider them provisions for court review 
in any sense of the word. They simply 
provide a method by which the corpor- 
ation can take its cases into court with- 
out injunction and make the local cir- 
cuit courts, instead of the Federal 
courts, the forum. One argument 
urged in their favor by Senator Cooper 
in the Senate and Representative 
Whitecotton, who wrote the clause for 
the House Committee, is that they fur- 
nish an adequate remedy at law. One 
of the things an applicant for in- 
junction must allege is‘that he has no 
adequate remedy at law. This bill, 
as now worded, furnishes a _ refuta- 
tion of that argument for the cities.

An amendment to the Cooper bill was 
offered by Senator McAllister, who ex- 
plained that his amendment was not 
calculated to modify the general pur- 
pose of the bill. 

“The amendment,’ said McAllister on 
the floor of the Senate yesterday, ‘“‘pro- 
vides a procedure by which persons ag- 
grieved by the action of the council may 
go into court and have the matter 
tested. 

Senator Cooper said he saw no objec- 
tion to the amendment, and, after con- 
sultin numerous eminent § lawyers, 
thought it was really in the interest of 
fairness. It provides for a speedy hear- 
ing in the courts near home, and does 
not give an excuse for injunction in the 
Federal courts on the ground of there 
being no auequate remedy at law. 

The Senate then adopted McdAllister’s 
amendment and perfected an amend- 
ment by Wornall and Majors providing 
that rates cannot be changed oftener 
than once in two years and sent the bill 
to engrossment. 

Meanwhile the House Committee on 
Private Corporations was spending the 
afternoon cooped up in a small room 
threshing out the House enabling act. It 
had two committee substitutes for the 
three committee substitutes for some 14 
public utility bills that had been intro- 
duced during the éarly part of the ses- 
sion. The two wings of the conimittee 
locked horns on these two final substi- 
tutes. 

We're Whipped, Says Chilton. 

One of them was the majority sub- 
stitute of Wednesday night. The other 
was the Cross enabling act with a 
court procedure clause modeled after 
the McAllister amendment in the Sen- 
ate and a House amendment by Cross.
